Little Rock, Ark., also pleaded 
guilty to stealing 
an antique 
statue of a bear from a Lenin­ 
grad hotel. 
The currency charge against 
Wortham and Craddock M .Gil- 
mour J r. of Salt 
Lake 
City, 
Utah, carries a possible prison 
sentence of three to eight years. 
The maximum sentence on the 
theft charge is three 
years, 
Wortham, 25, andGilmour, 24, 
were arrested Oct. 1 as 
they 
were driving to Finland. Gil- 
mour was released Dec. 1 
on 
bail of more than 
$11,000 but 
bail was denied Wortham. 
The trial is expected to last 
three days. 
This is because Soviet legal 
procedure 
requries, regard­ 
less of the plea, around for the 
prosecution to present its full 
case, then a round for the de­ 
fense, after which the judges re­ 
tire to write their lengthy sum­ 
mation of the whole 
trial by 
hand.

The standards are: 
1. Interest and dividend rates 
should be stated in term s of an­ 
nual rates of simple interest 
with the advertisement listing 
the basis for compounding.Nei­ 
ther the 
total percentage re­ 
turn, if held to maturity, nor 
the 
average 
annual 
rate 
achieved through compounding 
should be given unless 
the 
simple annual rate is equally 
prominent. 
2. No reference should be 
made to profit to the investor 
for use of his money over a spe­ 
cific period of tim e. 
3. If the advertised rate is 
payable only on deposits of a 
time period or fixed amount, 
this should be stated in the ad. 
4. No statement should be 
made implying that more than 
$15,000 in federal insurance is 
provided for each depositor.

2. No reference should be 
made to profit to the investor 
for use of his money over a spe­ 
cific period of tim e. 
3. lf the advertised rate is 
payable only on deposits of a 
time period or fixed amount, 
this should be stated in the ad. 
4. No statement should be 
made implying that more than 
$15,000 in federal insurance is 
provided tor each depositor. 
In his letter to state banks

Robertson said 
intense competition for savings 
has prompted "a few institu­

PATRIOTISM AND THE DRAFT 
On or before the end of this month President 
Johnson’s 
National Commission on Selective 
Service is scheduled to report its recommenda­ 
tions. The present Selective Service Act expires 
in June 1967. 
The feeling is general that the 
present draft system has built-in inequities, but 
there is no agreement on what should be done to 
repair it. 
Three major conferences on the draft this year 
have brought up suggestions ranging from uni­ 
versal national service - as urged by 
former 
President Eisenhower - to the maintenance of a 
professional or volunteer army. Today, with one 
out of six Selective Service registrants being 
drafted, there is much sentiment, particularly 
among those required to serve, that the system 
is unfair. 
Short of some kind of universal service obli­ 
gation - not necessarily military - the inequi­ 
ties will increase. 
Of 1.79 million Americans 
who reached draft age this year, only 380,000 
were called. 
By 1974 more than 2 million will 
turn 18 every year. 
At the recent National Conference on the Draft 
at the University of Chicago, Col. Dee Ingold 
of Selective Service was goaded into declaring 
that the system “ aims to create uncertainty for 
eight years of a young man’s life for the specific 
purpose of creating volunteers.” Lt.Gen. Lewis 
B. Hershey, Selective Service director, has al­ 
ways maintained that uncertainty is simply un­ 
avoidable. 
One of the proposals made in Chicago tolled 
eerily reminiscent bells. Joseph Leo, a junior 
ai Western Illinois Univeristy who has completed 
his military service, wants to reverse the GI 
bill so that Uncle Sam would make payment to 
young men attending college before they enter 
the military. Leo thereby qualifies for a frater­ 
nity of 39 years ago called the National* Council 


of the Veterans of Future Wars, Inc. 
The veterans of future wars was founded 
at 
Princeton University in 1936. As outlined by its 
National Commander, Lewis J. Gorin, Jr., its 
principles were simple and coldly logical. Gorin 
reasoned from a study of American history that 
showed that the nation was engaged in war every 
20 or 30 years. 
“ Study of world 
conditions 
today,” Gorin wrote, “ should convince any and 
all that we face an immediate prospect of war.” 
“ There is not one man in the country,” Gorin 
argued “ who can deny that the most deserving 
veterans are those who at this moment lie, known 
or unknown, in foreign soil. There is scarcely 
anyone who will deny that the badly wounded are 
the 
next most deserving. 
Then why was not 
proper provision made for their care?” 
Gorin’s argument for patriotism prepaid was 
that giving bonuses in advance of war would 
furnish the veteran who would die “ his honors 
and emoluments” while yet alive. 
The future 
veterans were to be paid $1,000 in 1936 in bonds 
that would come due in 1965. (The mathematics 
is too complicated for explanation here.) If he 
survived the future war, he, like any other citi­ 
zen, would be paying in taxes the money to re­ 
tire the bonus bonds. 
Gorin was, in a perfectly reasonable way, kid­ 
ding on the square. 
Oswald Garrison Villard 
wrote in The Nation: “ I was at first inclined to 
consider this stroke of genius just a magnif­ 
icent joke...I thanked heaven that at last the war- 
makers were assailed by the deadliest of wea­ 
pons - ridicule. But the more I ponder on it the 
more convinced I am that there is something 
more to Mr. Gorin’s movement.”

MANCHESTER, N.H. — In this 
city stands one of the monu­ 
ments of better French-Ameri- 
can relations - a Merci boxcar. 
It was sent to the people of New 
Hampshire - and duplicates to 
all the other states — by a 
grateful French, people after 
several 
million Americans, 
through the friendship train, 
sent about $40 million in food 
to France and Italy during the 
dark days of 1947 when the 
crops were bad, when striking 
Communist - inspired agricul­ 
tural workers had refused to 
reap part of the harvest, and 
when both countries were torn 
by labor disputes. 
I traveled through France and 
saw 
railroad stations pock­ 
marked with bullet holes from a 
rail strike, and I remember how 
the dock-workers in Lellavre 
broke their long work stop­ 
page to unload the First Friend 
Ship. 
One hundred and twenty 
ships had been tied up in the 
harbor, but after that they were 
unloaded. 
In gratitude for that 1947 ges­ 
ture of friendship from the 
American people, the French 
people in 1948 sent 48 boxcars, 
plus one extra for the district 
of Columbia, loaded with a wide 
assortment of gifts. 
Unique were the boxcars, the 
old “ quarante hommes, hult 
chevaux" — “ forty men, eight 
horses’’ — in which so many 
American boys had traveled to 
the battles of Chateau-Thierry 
and Argonne in World War I. 
TOKENS OF FRIENDSHIP 
I 
traveled with the 
Merci 
train, which thanks to the gen­ 
erosity of the Association of 
American Railroads, distribut­ 
ed the cars to the 48 states; 
and I have visited some of the 
cars since. The best preserved 
are in Fresno, Calif.,Bismark, 
, N. D„ Baton Rouge. La. (though 
' here the state of Louisiana has 
permitted the theft of several 
provincial coats-of-arms) and 
in Manchester, N.H. 
I recall coming to Manchester 
during the bleak winter of 1948 
when we delivered the merci 
car and when Monsignor Gil­ 


bert carefully arranged to have 
it stand on a platform in the 
French section of this city, in 
which French-American influ­ 
ence is so strong. I revisited 
the car this week and, finding 
it carefully preserved behind 
glass, couldn't help but think 
that this is the way French- 
American relations should be. 
Preserved—beyond the erosive 
whims and pettiness of politi­ 
cians. 
Unfortunately they have not, 
and one reason today, admitted­ 
ly, is the man who has done most 
for Frances-Charles De Gaulle. 
Looking back at what antago­ 
nized De Gaulle, I suppose the 
first Incident came when he at­ 
tended a White House dinner 
during World War II.

Joan of Arc. 
I published Roosevelt's quotes 
and got a scolding from the of­ 
fice of war information for pos­ 
sibly worsening relations with 
De Gaulle. They were already 
bad, however, and got worse, 
despite the efforts of Gen. Omar 
Bradley, who in retaking Paris 
delayed one day to let De Gaulle 
get there and lead French troops 
back into their much-loved city. 
American troops which had done 
the fighting and the dying stayed 
in the background. 


After the German surrender, 
the United States was careful 
to bring the French into all 
truce discussions. The French 
were assigned a section of Ber­ 
lin and a part of occupied Ger­ 
many. 
These are incidents in the 
ups and downs of French-Amer­ 
ican relations which I mention 
only because our two countries 
have come through so much 
during our 190 years of friend­ 
ship.

PATRIOTISM AND THE DRAFT 
On or before the end of this month President 
Johnson’s 
National Commission on Selective 
Service is scheduled to report its recommenda­ 
tions. The present Selective Service Act expires 
in June 1967. 
The feeling is general that the 
present draft system has built-in inequities, but 
there is no agreement on what should be done to 
repair it. 
Three major conferences on the draft this year 
have brought up suggestions ranging from uni­ 
versal national service - as urged by 
former 
President Eisenhower - to the maintenance of a 
professional or volunteer army. Today, with one 
out of six Selective Service registrants being 
drafted, there is much sentiment, particularly 
among those required to serve, that the system 
is unfair. 
Short of some kind of universal service obli­ 
gation - not necessarily military - the inequi­ 
ties will increase. 
Of 1.79 million Americans 
who reached draft age this year, only 380,000 
were called. 
By 1974 more than 2 million will 
turn 18 every year. 
At the recent National Conference on the Draft 
at the University of Chicago, Col. Dee Ingold 
of Selective Service was goaded into declaring 
that the system “ aims to create uncertainty for 
eight years of a young man’s life for the specific 
purpose of creating volunteers.” Lt.Gen. Lewis 
B. Hershey, Selective Service director, has al­ 
ways maintained that uncertainty is simply un­ 
avoidable. 
One of the proposals made in Chicago tolled 
eerily reminiscent bells. Joseph Leo, a junior 
al Western Illinois Univeristy who has completed 
his military service, wants to reverse the GI 
bill so that Uncle Sam would make payment to 
young men attending college before they enter 
the military. Leo thereby qualifies for a frater­ 
nity oi 3U years ago culled the National Council 


of the Veterans of Future Wars, Inc. 
The veterans of future wars was founded 
at 
Princeton University in 1936. As outlined by its 
National Commander, Lewis J. Gorin, Jr., its 
principles were simple and coldly logical. Gorin 
reasoned from a study of American history that 
showed that the nation was engaged in war every 
20 or 30 years. 
“Study of world 
conditions 
today,” Gorin wrote, “ should convince any and 
all that we face an immediate prospect of war.” 
“There is not one man in the country,” Gorin 
argued “who can deny that the most deserving 
veterans are those who at this moment lie, known 
or unknown, in foreign soil. There is scarcely 
anyone who will deny that the badly wounded are 
the 
next most deserving. 
Then why was not 
proper provision made for their care?” 
Gorin’s argument for patriotism prepaid was 
that giving bonuses in advance of war would 
furnish the veteran who would die “his honors 
and emoluments” while yet alive. 
The future 
veterans were to be paid $1,000 in 1936 in bonds 
that would come due in 1965. (The mathematics 
is too complicated for explanation here.) If he 
survived the future war, he, like any other citi­ 
zen, would be paying in taxes the money to re­ 
tire the bonus bonds. 
Gorin was, in a perfectly reasonable way, kid­ 
ding on the square. 
Oswald Garrison Villard 
wrote in The Nation: “ I was at first inclined to 
consider this stroke of genius just a magnif­ 
icent joke...I thanked heaven that at last the war­ 
makers were assailed by the deadliest of wea­ 
pons - ridicule.

As 
to the Congress itself, 
the last Chief Executive who 
served notice on that body that 
he would arrogate to himself the 
right to disregard that branch’s 
duly enacted legislation found 
a 
monumental 
revolt on his 
hands. We’re thinking it is time 
for another such revolt. And if 


the F.D.R. landslide Congress 
could 
find his arrogance re­ 
volting, surely this one can, too.

MANCHESTER, N.H. — In this 
city stands one of the monu­ 
ments of better French-Ameri- 
can relations - a Merci boxcar. 
It was sent to the people of New 
Hampshire - and duplicates to 
all tile other states — by a 
grateful French people after 
several 
million Americans, 
through the friendship train, 
sent about $40 million in food 
to France and Italy during the 
dark days of 1947 when the 
crops were bad, when striking 
Communist - inspired agricul­ 
tural workers had refused to 
reap part of the harvest, and 
when both countries were torn 
by labor disputes. 
I traveled through France and 
saw 
railroad stations pock­ 
marked with bullet holes from a 
rail strike, and I remember how 
the dock-workers in Leilavre 
broke their long work stop­ 
page to unload the First Friend 
Ship. 
One hundred and twenty 
ships had been tied up in the 
harbor, but after that they were 
unloaded. 
In gratitude for that 1947 ges­ 
ture of friendship from tile 
American people, the French 
people in 1948 sent 48 boxcars, 
plus one extra for the district 
of Columbia, loaded with a wide 
assortment of gifts. 
Unique were the boxcars, the 
old “quarante hommes, huh 
chevaux** — “forty men, eight 
horses** — in which so many 
American boys had traveled to 
the batties of Chateau-Thierry 
and Argonne iii World War I. 
TOKENS OF FRIENDSHIP 
I 
traveled with the 
Merci 
train, which thanks to tile gen­ 
erosity of the Association of 
American Railroads, distribut­ 
ed the cars to the 48 states; 
and I have visited some of the 
cars since. The best preserved 
are bi Fresno, Calif.,Bismark, 
N.D., Baton Rouge. La. (though 
here the state of Louisiana lias 
permitted tile theft of several 
provincial coats-of-arms) and 
in Manchester, N.H. 
I recall coming to Manchester 
durbig the bleak winter of 1948 
when we delivered tile merci 
car and when Monsignor Gil­ 


bert carefully arranged to have 
it stand on a platform in the 
French section of this city, in 
which French-American influ­ 
ence is so strong. I revisited 
the car this week and, finding 
it carefully preserved behind 
glass, couldn’t help but think 
that this is the way French- 
American relations should be. 
Preserved—beyond the erosive 
whims and pettiness of politi­ 
cians. 
Unfortunately they have not, 
and one reason today, admitted­ 
ly, Is the man who has done most 
for Frances-Charles De Gaulle. 
Looking hack at what antago­ 
nized De Gaulle, I suppose the 
first incident came when he at­ 
tended a White House dinner 
during World War IL 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt had invited the 
chairmen of the Senate and 
House committees charged with 
foreign affairs, among them 
Rep. Sol Bloom, D-N.Y, 
After dbmer Sol handed De 
Gaulle a trick cigar which ex­ 
ploded in his face. 
The dignified Frenchman was 
furious. 
Ile did not know that 
Bloom was a practical jokester 
who tried to trick everyone. 
OTHER DEGAULLE 
IRRITANTS 
De Gaulle was also furious, 
and understandably so, when 
secretary of state Cordell Hull 
referred in a public speech to 
the “so-called free French." 
And he was so irate over Amer­ 
ican cooperation with Admiral 
Darlan and the Vichy French 
( who had surrendered to tile 
Nazis) that at the Casablanca 
Conference in 1943 he refused 
to shake hands with Gen. Gtr- 
aud, commander of the vichy 
French, or have his picture 
taken 
with 
Roosevelt 
and 
churchill as long asGlraudwas 
present. 
Roosevelt finally remarked to 
Churchill; “You’re paying him; 
tell him no come, no pay." 
FDR later told this story to a 
group of congressmen and, with 
his usu'’1 gusto, added embel­ 
lishments, 
He said De Gaulle 
considered himself to be a com­ 
bination 
bf Clemenceau and 


Joan of Arc. 
I published Roosevelt’s quotes 
and got a scolding from the of­ 
fice of war information for pos­ 
sibly worsening relations with 
De Gaulle. They were already 
bad, however, and got worse, 
despite the efforts of Gen. Omar 
Bradley, who in retaking Paris 
delayed one day to let De Gaulle 
get the re an die ad French troops 
back Into their much-loved city. 
American troops which had done 
the fighting and the dying stayed 
in the background. 


After the German surrender, 
the United States was careful 
to bring the French into all 
truce discussions, The French 
were assigned a section of Ber­ 
lin and a part of occupied Ger­ 
many. 
These are incidents in the 
ups and downs of French-Amer­ 
ican relations which I mention 
only because our two countries 
have come through so much 
during our 190 years of friend­ 
ship. 


And while I am convinced that 
American tourists going abroad 
should spend their money to help 
our economically ailing ally 
Britain, I also believe it would 
be wise for President johnson to 
take a trip to Paris and put his 
long legs under the table with 
another long-legged and stub­ 
born gentleman to try to bring 
the relations of two old friends 
back to the point where they 
were when the French 
Merci 
boxcar was dedicated in Man­ 
chester, N.H. on a bleak winter 
lay in 1948.

The Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions was formed in 1925 as 
an “ educational" organization. 
Twenty-five years later Sena­ 
tor Pat McCarran, Chairman of

Senate 
Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, directed the

Internal Security Subcommittee 
to look into the operations of 
the IPR. 
The investigation revealed that 
numerous U.S. policy decisions 
responsible for the rise of com­ 
munist domination of Asia were 
made by IPR men in our own 
government. Alger Hiss, who 
was employed in the State De­ 
partment and became head of

contribution from

Church of England Is 
Richer, Clergy Is Poor 


By GODFREY ANDERSON 
LONDON AP — The Church 
of England Is richer this yea” 
than ever before, yet many of 
its clergy are still as poor as 
church m ice. 
The Church C om m issloners- 
three eminent laymen who han­ 
dle the Church's investments — 
reported the other day that an­ 
nual income was up by 6.5 per 
cent compared with 1965. That 
set total income 
at $59.5 m il­ 
lion, three tim es 
the figure 
for 1948-49. 
Such 
rapid 
growth 
was 
achieved by a bold decision 
which the com m issioners took 
18 years 
ago. They sold 
off 
fixed interest stocks 
and 
bought 
ordinary shares of in­ 
dustrial corporations. By 
the 
following 
March they 
had 
$14 
million 
so Invested. To­ 
day they own ordinary shares 
valued 
at more 
than $414 
m illion. 
Hiat 
success 
story 
was 
achieved despite the filet that 
there were certain cla sses of 
stock in which as commission­ 
ers they could hardly invest. No 
Church money could go to distil, 
le rie s or breweries, armament 
companies, entertainment en­ 
terp rises, newspapers or tobac­ 
co groups. 
Side by side with their flutter 
on the stock exchange, the com­ 
m issioners looked over their 
property portfolio. The Church 
of England owns large slice s of 
valuable real estate in London 
and elsew here, including some 
bordering on slum s. The filet 
that much of this property suf­ 
fered heavy war damage pro­ 
vided the opportunity for the 
Church to divest itself of some 
and improve or develop the 
rest. 
Some $128 million of property 
was sold and the proceeds used 
for a few shrewd purchases and 
Improvement of what remained. 
Big schem es now under way 
include eight bloc ks of offices 
near 8t. Paul's Cathedral and 
development of a big estate on 
the edges of Hyde Park.And, as 


with 
the 
investm ents, 
the 
Church property Income has 
nearly doubled. 
Such wealth makes some An­ 
glicans slightly unhappy. They 
are pleased that the Church af 
England is well-backed finan­ 
cially for lean tim es, but their 
consciences nag them. 
Of course the money is need­ 
ed to keep up the churches, pay 
the 
clergy, 
finance 
mis­ 
sionaries and help the poor. But 
should the Church take capital 
gains 
and get engaged In fi­ 
nancial battles? And shouldn't 
more 
of what com es In reach 
the underpaid priest at parish 
level? 
These moral questions are not 
answered by the Church Com­ 
m issioners. 
But 
they make 
these points in their latest re­ 
port: 
Two-thirds of rectors and vi­ 
cars in the Church of England 
are paid less than $3,080a year. 
Their living accommodations- 
often in a rambling, draughty 
parsonage — a re free. 
Rectors and v icars, 
repre­ 
senting rather more than 
a 
quarter of the total, are paid 
le ss than $2,800. More than 4,- 
000 rectors and vicars receive 
no 
contribution from 
their 
parishes toward the expenses 
of their work. That means they 
must pay for the parish mall, 
telephone calls and an automo­ 
bile for getting around.

Thursday when two Benton men 
and a Vanduser man tried their 
skill and luck on a trip to the 
Dudley area. They were John 
Mack and Bill Milam of Benton 
and Merl Evans of Vanduser. 
To check the bag at the wrong 
end of the story, it was found 
the 
hunters came back with 
three swampers and two cotton­ 
tail rabbits. For modern times 
that is pretty good. 
As to the hunting, the so-called 
lowlands of the district are well 
drained and are now better for 
growing cotton or soybeans than 
big swamp rabbits. The large 
rabbits came by their name hon­ 
estly and did much better when 
the area was truly plains that 
were naturally swampy areas, 
with a generous number of tall 
weeds and soggy logs. 
The hunters wore boots 
on 
Thursday, 
but 
they 
hardly 
needed them. There was mud, 
but little water to contend with. 
The 
three men found 
that 
others 
evidently had had the 
sam e hunting idea, and most of 
the Dudley territory had been 
a bit hunted out. 
In the case 
of the cottontail hares, they 
were very scarce, and the gun 
to ters saw few of them. They 
saw only four swampers. 
Their shooting was good, and 
the trio fired only a few shots 
in bagging the total of five rab­ 
bits. 
They did not load them ­ 
selves with ammunition, 
be­ 
ing a bit wise as hunters, and 
did not carry too many shells. 
But the men found they had a 
load, even with only five rabbits. 
The larger swamp rabbits are 
twice the size of the cottontails, 


so the job of lugging the bag of 
rabbits back to the car was no 
little one. 
TTie day was not 
hot, but the men got warmed up 
under the load of game and guns 
The main fun came from see­ 
ing and hearing the packofdogf 
w^rk. The hounds were plenti­ 
ful, and Mack said they 
hat. 
ten of them. 
Most of the dogi 
worked hard, and if one do| 
could not keep up with a rab­ 
bit some other animal came 
through to make a fast race ol 
it. 
Dog 
tails and ears were 
sticking out from all corners oi 
the car when the men started 
for home. 
The swamp rabbits did not run 
much, and liked to go into tree 
dens, the men reported. 
The 
trick was to get a shot before 
the rabbit made it to a tree. 
In one case the swamper got 
into a tree hole, and the hunters 
had to resort to the old trick 
of using a forked stick to pull 
the game out of the den. 
The 
hunters were near a large ditch, 
and in one instance the dogs 
chased a rabbit and caught it 
on the opposite side of the ditch. 
The dogs got that one. 
The men walked approximately 
three miles. 
They spent time 
resting and waiting on the busy 
dogs, but still covered a lot of 
Stoddard County ground. 
The 
hunters, intent on the fun of 
the day, forgot to take sand­ 
wiches 
along. 
They 
hunted 
from 9:30 a.m. to late in the 
afternoon, but had to wait until 
they returned home for som e­ 
thing to eat. 
Taste of the swampers and cot­ 
tontails? The men said the taste 
is about the same. Only there is 
much more meat on the swamp­ 
ers. 
The Scott County men said they 
jumped one covey of quails, but 
were not especially interested 
and did not fire at the
